May chosen as Secretary 
oi the meeting 

The financial statement of 
the Town was read and explain 
ej by wl L. Jones, the Secret¬ 
ary, and as pointed out last 
week, showed the Town to be m 
t, satisfactory financial condit¬ 
ion, and a good healthy balance 
cl assets over liabilities. 

Secretly J. O. A. Stevenson 
represented the School Board i n 
th e presentation of the financial 
statement of that body. School 
affairs seem to be in good con¬ 
dition with debentures of the 
Public School building almost 
paid off, the new addition to 
the High School practically clear 
& the only indebtedness of the 
district being the High School 
building was purchased from 
the L.D.S. Church last year. 
Twenty-four teachers were on 
the school staff at present. 

Chairman Redd presented the 
Library report, which showed 
..beady growth in the matter of 
ljooks on the shelves, books 
loaned to readers and readers 
who used th e Library to look 
itp references from books which 
they did not care to take home. 

A vote cf adoption of all 
these reports was unanimously 
passed, also a vote of thanks 
and appreciation to the Mayor 
fjnd Council, School Board me¬ 
mbers and the members oi tire 
Library Board for their willing 
and efficient service. 

Discussions followed the meet 
ing respecting school district 
acreage, with a report that 
town may he transferred into 
some of the land out south J 
other school districts with low¬ 
er tax rates, als > that some of 
the farm land on the north and 
west oi town may he transferr¬ 
ed from the Town to the Mun¬ 
icipality, providing the provin¬ 
cial departments and the mimic 
ipality would consent. Neither 
matter could be definitely re¬ 
ported on at present. 

The meeting adjourned at 10 
p.m.

He wants to hold a provincial 
’ election before the federal be¬ 
cause the provincial campaign 
cries are based largely on at¬ 
tacks on the present Federal 
governnient (and that whole 
point would b e lust if the Fed¬ 
eral government were returned 
with a new mandate frpm the 
people of all Canada, or if a pew 
government which has never 
“persecuted" Alberta were re¬ 
turned), and also because the 
Premier fears that the Social 
Credit federal representation 
will be wiped out, and that 
w T ould be a bail example in tlie 
provincial election. 

The legislature session had 
bee n calied for Feb. 15; that 
date could be advanced, but on¬ 
ly by a few days. And Social 
Ci edit members of the legisla¬ 
ture were busy over the week¬ 
end to discover how few days 
they would need to sit in order 
lo qualify—in the eyes of the 
voters—for the $2,000 which 
each expects to collect from the 
session. That hunt was jn sharp 
and significant contrast to the 
indifference of the federal gov¬ 
ernment; all tne member# who 
went all the way to Ottawa cob 
looted just $25 each, Instead cf 
the $4,000 they would have re¬ 
ceived if they had continued the 
parliamentary session. There 
was reported to he a growing 
move in Edmonton to abandon 
the Provincial election until fall.

Mrs A. B. asks me about her 
si n. ‘He does not seem to be 
able accomplish anything,” 
she writes. “He says he feels 
incapable. He went to high 
school Hut did not finish his 
course. 1 gav e him a business 
< mrse, but h e did not finish 
that either, Do you think lie 
could do better if lie tried?” 

Only the lad himself can an- 
awei that question, Mrs. A. H. 

Like most mothers you have 
evidently done your best. Per¬ 
haps you are exporting too 
much from the boy. Are you 
sure he is suited for a college 
curriculum? Not every boy is, 
you know. Why not have 
quiet talk with him and try to 
find cut what his natural apt¬ 
itude; are, then help him along 
that line? 

It is folly to force a boy into 
a profession for which he is not 
fitted or for which he has no 
liking. If you try to do that, 
you will succeed only in making 
things worse. 

Probably your boy would rath 
e, he out earning than study¬ 
ing. Encourage him to take the 
first job he can find and work. 
In the meantime, ohsei’vo him 
carefully and try to find some¬ 
thing, either In conversation ( 
in action that will give you 
clue as to the direction in whi 
hi' natuial inclinations lie.
